Mrs.  Belle  S.  Spafford,  president  of  the  Relief  Society  of  the  Church,  will  speak  at 
Devotional  assembly  today  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

She  heads  the  300,000  member  organization  which  has  members  in  all  states  and  many 
foreign  countries.  In  1968  she  was  chosen  president  of  the  National  Council  of  Women 
with  a membership  of  approximately  16  million  American  women. 

She  became  Relief  Society  counselor  to  President  Amy  Brown  Lyman  in  .1940  and  in 
1945  became  president  of  the  Relief  Society. 

She  received  the  BYU  Distinguished  Service  Award  in  1951  and  in  1956  received  an 
honorary  doctor  of  humanities  degree.  She  was  educated  in  Latter-day  Saint  University 
and  Normal  School  at  the  University  of  Utah.  She  also  taught  school  in  Salt  Lake  City 
schools,  became  grade  supervisor,  and  later  a special  instructor  of  remedial  work  at  the 
BYU  Training  School. 

The  Relief  Society  is  held  to  be  the  oldest  active  women’s  organization  in  the  United

achieved  success  through  his  own  courage 
and  application  and  whose  life  is 
considered  a pattern  for  the  men  of  BYU. 

In  previous  years  it  has  ben  conferred 
upon  the  late  Elder  Richard  L.  Evans 
(1971),  Harmon  Killebrew,  former 
infielder  with  the  Minnesota  Twins, 
(1970),  David  M.  Kennedy,  former 
secretary  of  the  Treasury,  (1969),  the  late 
President  David  O.  McKay,  ninth 
president  of  the  Church,  (1968),  golf  pro 
Billy  Casper,  (1967),  and  President  N. 
Eldon  Tanner,  second  counselor  in  the 
First  Presidency  of  the  Church,  (1966). 

OTHER  recipients  have  been  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development,  George  Romney,  Elder 
Marion  D.  Hanks,  Assistant  to  the 
Twelve,  boxer  Gene  Fullmer,  television 
star  Art  Linkletter  and  J.  Willard 
Marriott,  restaurateur  and  hotel  owner 
after  whom  the  Activities  Center  is 
named. 

President  Smith  was  called  to  serve  as 
General  Authority  in  1910.  Since  January 
of  1970  he  has  led  the  Church  as  Prophet, 
Seer  and  Revela  tor. 

President  Smith  in  his  96th  year 
recently  presided  over  the  142nd  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Church  and  addressed 
its  male  members  at  the  General 
Priesthood  meeting. 

SPEAKING  of  his  authority  and  that 
held  by  his  counselors  in  the  First 
Presidency,  President  Smith  said,  “We 
hold  the  holy  Melchizedek  Priesthood 
which  is  the  power  and  authority  of  God 
delegated  to  man  on  earth  to  act  in  all 
' things  for  the  salvation  of  men.  We  also 
hold  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  God  on 
earth,  which  kingdom  is  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.” 


“By  revelation  to  Joseph  Smith,”  he 
continued,  “The  Lord  said  that  these 
keys  ‘belong  always  unto  the  Presidency 
of  the  High  Priesthood,’  and  also:  ‘Whoso 
receiveth  my  word  receiveth  me,  and 
whoso  receiveth  me,  receiveth  those,  the 
First  Presidency,  whom  I have  sent.’  ” 
PRESIDENT  Smith  went  on  to  assure 
his  listeners  that,  “Neither  the  President 
of  the  Church,  nor  the  First  Presidency, 
nor  the  united  voice  of  the  First 
Presidency  and  the  Twelve  will  ever  lead 


the  saints  astray,  or  send  forth  counsel  to 
the  world  that  is  contrary  to  the  mind 
and  will  of  the  Lord.” 

“An  individual  may  fall  by  the 
wayside,”  he  counseled,  “or  have  views, 
or  give  counsel  which  falls  short  of  what 
the  Lord  intends.  But  the  voice  of  the 
First  Presidency,  and  the  united  voice  of 
those  others  who  hold  with  them  the 
keys  of  the  kingdom,  shall  always  guide 
the  saints  and  the  world  in  those  paths 
where  the  Lord  wants  them  to  be .”

Hijack  case 

BYU  heads 
national 

news  scene 


BYU  has  been  flooded  with  contacts 
from  the  national  news  media,  according 
to  Edwin  Butterworth  of  the  University’s 
News  Bureau.  And  the  deluge  of  inquiries 
regarding -the  case  and  background  of 
accused  hijacker  Richard  Floyd  McCoy, 
Jr.  is  expected  to  continue,  said 
Butterworth. 

The  News  Bureau  has  been  cooperating 
with  reporters  from  all  parts  of  the  nation 
to  investigate  the  BYU  student  charged 
with  the  largest  ransom  hijacking  in 
history.  “It’s  been  impossible  to  do 
anything  else,”  said  Butterworth! 

“All  national  television  networks  and 
hundreds  of  newspapers  and  wire  stations 
have  sent  representatives  to  get 
information  and  pictures,”  he  said. 

Representatives  from  the  National 
Observerv/iW  be  on  campus  to  attend 
McCoy’s  classes  and  talk  with  his 
professors  and  classmates. 

McCoy,  a senior  in  law  enforcement 
and  a resident  of  Provo,  was  placed  under 
arrest  at  5 a.m.  Sunday.  Later,  FBI  agents 


disclosed  that  $499,970  had  been  found 
in  a large  cardboard  box  in  the  McCoy 
home.  The  money  was  still  in  bank 
wrappings.  The  agents  also  confiscated  a 
green  military  type  flight  suit  with  two 
aerial  flare  cartridges  in  the  pockets  and  a 
second  flight  suit,  a blue  and  white 
parachute  with  red  trim  and  a black 
parachute  harness,  two  helmets,  one  crash 
type  and  one  military  jump  style,  a pistol 
and  holster  and  clothing  which  were  in 
the  box  with  the  money,  two  electric 
typewriters  and  a brown  striped  sports 
coat. 

U.S.  District  Attorney  C.  Nelson  Day, 
who  will  prosecute,  said  he  would  ask 
federal  Judge  Willis  Ritter  to  convene  a 
grand  jury  to  indict  McCoy. 

The  McCoy  family  has  hired  Provo 
attorneys  Thomas  S.  Taylor  and  Robert 
L.  Moody  to  represent  the  suspect. 

McCoy,  who  is  a native  of  North 
Carolina,  holds  a cummulative  grade 
point  average  of  2.79.  Last  fall  semester 
his  GP.A.  was  3.01 . He  registered  at  BYU 


in  1961,  left  and  returned  in  1965  and 
then  returned  again  from  1970-71.  While 
serving  an  overseas  tour  for  the  Army  in 
Germany,  McCoy  took  BYU 
correspondance  courses.  He  holds  a 
commercial  pilot’s  license. 

Mrs.  McCoy  is  employed  as  a teacher. 

President  Dallin  H.  Oaks,  in  a statement 
issued  after  McCoy’s  arrest,  said  “We  are 
cooperating  fully  in  gathering  all  the  facts 
we  can  that  may  be  pertinent  to  the 
case .” 

Following  a pattern  almost  identical  to 
the  one  used  by  the  hijacker  in  this  case, 
a San  Francisco  resident  walked  into  the 
arms  of  FBI  agents  in  San  Diego  Sunday 
night  after  he  allegedly  attempted  to 
hijack  a Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  Boeing 
727. 

The  would-be  hijacker  startled 
authorities  by  agreeing  to  leave  the 
aircraft  to  obtain  weather  maps  and 
information  he  had  demanded  for  a flight 
to  Miami.  “He  doesn’t  appear  to  be  the 
smartest  hijacker  I’ve  heard  of.” 
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Construction  on  the  engineering 
building  will  continue  for  another 
two  or  three  weeks  despite  the 
plumbers  and  fitters  strike,  which 
is  entering  its  second  week, 
reported  Chester  Boss, 
construction  foreman.

The  contractor’s  counter  offer 
of  a 9.0  cent  an  hour  raise  was  also 
rejected. 

The  plumbers  and  steam  fitters 
are  now  paid  $6.71  an  hour.

King  speaks  in  series 


Construction  continues 


The  Last  Lecture  to  be  delivered  by 
King  Wednesday  night  at  7 in  184 
JKB.  The  lecture  is  entitled  “The 
Discipline  of  the  Mother  Tongue.” 

NOTING  that  the  gospel  is 
really  the  most  important  way  to 
develop  oneself,  King  said,  “The 
mother  tongue  is  an  assistance  to 
the  scriptures.  You  cannot  read 
the  scriptures  without  the 
discipline  of  the  mother  tongue.” 

“That  is  why  the  English 
department  at  BYU  is,  in  my 
view,  next  to  the  College  of 
Religion  the  most  important 
weapon  for  testimony  we  have,” 
he  said. 

HE  ILLUSTRATED  his  view 
with  the  parable  of  the  prodigal 
son  told  by  Christ  in  the  New 
Testament.  ‘‘It  is  not  a 
discertation  on  repentance, 
forgiveness,  or  envy,”  he  said. 

“It  is  a piece  of  literature  which 
conveys  a dramatic  situation 
which  makes  you  feel  that 
situation,”  King  said.  “Only  by 
feeling  repentance  and  feeling 
forgiveness  can  you  understand 
them,”  he  said. 

King  said  that  he  hoped  in  his 
lecture  to  make  people  realize 
that  whatever  subject  they  study 
they  should  be  able  to  speak, 
write,  and  read  English 
adequately.

traffic  and  pedestrians  alike  and  plays  race 
driver  going  around  curves  at  30-40  mph.  while 
laying  his  cycle  over  at  a 60  degree  angle.  This 
kind  of  action  leaves  the  general  public  with  a 
bad  taste  in  its  mouth  for  all  cycles  and  all 
riders. 

Case  in  point:  One  night,  about  4 weeks  ago, 
a young  man  on  a 350  Honda  was  heralded  by 
the  police  to  pull  over  to  the  curb  in  downtown 
Provo,  (for  what  reason  I know  not).  This 
young  man  decided  to  be  a "movie  star"  and 
make  a run  for  it.  He  got  up  to  about  300  N. 
and  tried  to  turn  the  corner.  Needless  to  say,  he 
wiped  out,  was  hurt,  and  arrested. 

Now,  I hope  this  letter  isn't  interpreted  as  a 
blanket  indictment  of  all  cyclists,  for  I am  one 
myself,  my  current  project  being  one  of 
chopping  a 305  super  hawk.  I do  know  the  joys 
of  cycling  and  jamming  along  the  highway  in 
freedom  with  the  wind  on  my  face  and  the 
country  beautiful  to  behold. 

But,  fellow  cyclists:  let  us  wake  up  to  the 
reality  that  if  we  do  not  control  ourselves  in 
public,  people  are  going  to  cry  out  for  more 
exacting  and  regulating  legislation  to  control  us. 
!f  that  happens,  it  could  very  well  be  that 
cycling,  as  sport  and  recreation,  will  suffer 
greatly  and  the  freedom  for  which  we  went  to 
cycles,  will  become  a burden  and  not  a joy.  It 
has  happened  in  other  states  and  it  can  happen 
here  unless  we  exercise  our  free  agency  and 
drive  right.

While  the  complaint  “I  didn’t  write  what 


he  wanted  to  hear”  may  often  be  an 
excuse  for  non-performance,  there  is 
undoubtedly  some  validity  to  the 
complaint. 

It  would  be  refreshing  if  all  of  the 
faculty  members  would  seriously 
re-evaluate  the  efficacy  of  a term  paper  in 
their  class  and  consider  the  value  before 
assigning  a “paper”  as  a matter  of  course. 
There  are  stimulating  alternatives  to  the 
stock  paper  that  can  be  turned  out  en 
masse  by  a company.

As  the  Supreme  Court  deliberates  on 
the  case  of  Curt  Flood  vs.  Organized 
Baseball,  Charles  Finley,  owner  of  the 
Oakland  Athletics,  tells  Vida  Blue  in 
effect  to  “take  it  or  leave  it.”  For  the 
uninformed  (or  uninterested)  Vida  Blue 
is  the  young  (22)  Cy  Young 
award-winning  pitcher  for  the  A’s.  After 
a rookie  year  in  which  he  was  the  toast 
and  talk  of  the  American  League,  for 
which  he  was  paid  a paltry  $14,000 
plus,  Blue  has  demanded  a salary  in 
excess  of  $90,000  to  play  this  year. 
Finley  has  offered  him  a reported 
$50,000  and  told  him  that  if  he  doesn’t 
like  that  offer,  he  may  spend  the  season 
selling  plumbing  for  a west  coast  firm. 
How  can  Finley  do  that?  The  reason  is 
to  be  found  in  baseball’s  unique  reserve 
clause. 

It  is  the  reserve  clause  which  caused 
Flood  to  bring  suit  against  baseball 
charging  it  constituted  indentured 
servitude.  Under  the  clause,  no 
ballplayer  may  change  employers 
(teams)  unless  his  owner  sells  him, 
trades  him,  or  allows  him  to  shop 
around  (releases  him  unconditionally). 
Baseball  claims  that  they  are  a business 
which  must  be  protected  from  players 


arbitrarily  jumping  from  team  to  team 
on  a whim,  attracted  by  filthy  lucre. 
Ballplayers  claim  that  they  are  the  labor 
end  of  a labor-management  relationship 
and,  consequently,  have  the  right  to 
freely  choose  their  employer.  The 
question  will  be  decided  by  the  Court. 

LAST  WEEK  as  the  cry  of  “play  ball” 
was  expected  to  be  heard  in  ballparks 
around  the  country,  the  players 
announced  they  were  going  out  on 
strike.  The  reason?  Not  the  pursuit  of  a 
lofty  principle  such  as  the  repeal  of  the 
reserve  clause,  but  the  pursuit  of  more 
lucre.  The  players  are  demanding  more 
money  for  their  pension  fund  than  the 
owners  are  willing  to  give. 

In  order  for  a strike  to  be  successful, 
the  services  of  the  strikers  must  be 
considered  indispensible.  The  apathetic 
reaction  to  the  strike  nation-wide  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  nation 
considers  neither  the  ballplayers’ 
services  nor  the  game  of  baseball  itself 
to  be  indispensible.  This  revelation 
might  prove  the  downfall  of  the  players 
and  their  pursuit  for  progressively 
higher  salaries  for  playing  a game.  The 
results  of  the  strike  may  extend  beyond 
the  baseball  world.  Other  professional 
athletes  may  also  be  humbled  by  the 
realization  that  they  too  are 
expendable. 
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Germ  warfare  banned 

The  U.S.  and  more  than  70  other  nations  signed  a treaty  yesterday  to 
ban  the  weapons  of  germ  warfare.  Both  President  Nixon  and  Soviet 
President  Podgorny  used  the  occasion  to  urge  even  broader 
disarmament. 

The  countries  agreed  to  halt  development,  production  and  stockpiling 
of  biological  and  toxin  weapons,  and  to  destroy  existing  stocks. 

B52’s  pound  North  Vietnam 

Formations  of  B52’s  operating  under  direct  orders  from  President 
Nixon  yesterday  flew  deeper  into  North  Vietnam  than  ever  before  to 
pound  military  supply  areas. 

The  B52’s  also  struck  north  of  Saigon  near  the  city  of  An  Loc,  which 
has  been  under  Communist  attack  for  several  days  and  is  a vital  link 
along  the  road  to  Saigon. 

The  U.S.  has  added  180  warplanes  to  its  Indochina  fleet  in  the  past 
week  and  now  has  about  675  aircraft  available  to  try  to  stem  the 
Communist  offensive  in  South  Vietnam. 

The  U.S.  command  slowed  troop  withdrawal  slightly  last  week,  but 
reduced  American  strength  in  South  Vietnam  by  5,500,  the  lowest  total 
since  July,  1 965. 


Face  it,  Britain 

The  Roman  Catholic  civil  rights  movement  in  Belfast  yesterday  gave 
Britain  20  days  to  meet  its  demands  or  face  “massive  and  non-violent 
opposition.” 

The  civil  rights  association  will  consider  defying  a British  ban  and 
resuming  the  marches  and  demonstrations  that  have  caused  violence 
there. 

The  demands  said  Britain  must  free  interned  Catholics,  pull  its  troops 
off  the  streets  where  they  are  searching  for  IRA  gunmen,  and  give 
Catholics  the  same  civil  rights  Englishmen  have  in  England. 

Labor  party  leader  resigns 

Roy  Jenkins  resigned  in  London  yesterday  as  deputy  leader  of  the 
Labor  party  because  of  the  party’s  opposition  to  Britain’s  impending 
membership  in  the  European  Common  Market. 

Great  Lakes  clean-up 

President  Nixon  and  Prime  Minister  Pierre  Trudeau  will  sign  the  first 
U.S  .-Canadian  Great  Lakes  clean-up  agreement  Saturday  at  the  end  of 
the  President’s  three-day  visit  to  Ottawa. 

Economic  war  against  America 

A Palestinian  lawyer  has  called  for  an  Arab  conference  to  approve  an 
economic  war  against  American  interests  in  the  Arab  world,  including 
the  nationalization  of  all  U.S.  oil  companies.  The  plan  could  be  a move 
to  retaliate  against  the  U.S.  for  its  support  of  Israel. 


Blinking  kids 

TOKYO  (UPI)  - A traffic 
safety  helmet  designed  for 
primary  school  children  is  offered 
by  a local  toy  company.  The 
helmet  is  topped  with  a red  flicker 
light  operated  by  a dry  cell 
battery  and  includes  a siren  which 
can  be  flipped  on  when  a child 
crosses  a street.  The  device  sells 
for  1,100  yen  (about  $3.70).

‘End  of  world’ 

TEHRAN  (UPI)  - A killer 
earthquake  yesterday  rumbled 
through  Southern  Iran  “like  the 
end  of  the  world  on  Judgment 
Day,”  leveling  dozens  of  farming 
villages  and  leaving  as  many  as 
4,000  persons  dead  under  heaps 
of  rubble. 

The  quake,  which  struck  at 
dawn  in  Fars  Province  about  610 
miles  south  of  Tehran,  was  Iran’s 
worst  since  1 968  when  an 
estimated  20,000  persons  were 
killed  in  the  more  heavily 
populated  northern  province  of 
Khorassan. 

Four  more  heavy  tremors  struck 
Monday  night,  but  there  were  no 
casualties  or  damage  reported. 

The  Shah  of  Iran  ordered  six 
army  planes  to  the  stricken  area 
and  sent  his  brother,  Prince 
Mahmoud  Reza,  to  the  province 
to  assist  in  relief  operations. 

Manouchet  Pirouz, 
governor-general  of  Fars  Province, 
said  the  violent  tremor— which 
registered  7 on  the  Richter  Scale 
of  9.5  peak  intensity-leveled 
adobe  shanties  and  straw  huts 
across  a 250-mile-wide  area.
